Among the readers 
of the Jewish Chronicle, as among the general public, there must be not a 
few to whom the memory of the deceased physician will be endeared. Wich 
public men in general, the impression they have cast upon their fellow 
countrymen is more or less national and impersonal. In the case of a 
physician the matter is different. Those who have known him at all, have

Which Sir Andrew Clark had with the Jewish race. Being himself a man of 
profound religious sentiment, and regarding as he did religion as a bond and 
not as a barrier, he had often expressed his high regard for. the * People of 
the Book.” It was recorded a few years ago in the Pall Mall Gazette that 
Mr. Gladstone heard a great deal in regard to the Jews from Sir Andrew 
Clark, who spoke to him about them with glowirg appreciation, It is just 
three years ago that the Guildhall Demonstration took place on behalf of 
the persecuted Jews in Russia, Sir Andrew Clark was one of those who 
seized the opportunity of participating in that movement. He signed the 
requisition to the Lord Mayor (Sir Joseph Savory, M.P.,) and these are his 
words which he addressed to the meeting :—* No one with any pretension to 
the higher feelings of our common humanity can regard without horror the 
persecution to which the Jews are subjected in) Russia.’ Sir Andrew Clark 
was a man of extraordinary energy and industry up to the time of lis illness, 
He worked 16 heurs'a day, and during the interval of work, while he was 
driving from one honse to another, he invariably carried in his carriage some 
philosophical book, which he was reading, He was a brilliant conversation- 
alist, and managed to keep himself abreast of the deeper literature 


of the day. 
He was endowed with an exceptional charm of manner arising partly from his 
wide human sympathies and partly also from his great intellectual culture. 
He will be deeply mourned and sorely missed in his own prefesston and in 
soclety generally, 

Our readers will doubtless turn with interest to the account given by our 
representative, in another column, of an interview with) which he was 
favoured by Eminence Cardinal -Vanghan, on the subject of 
The relations which our communal leaders had 
established with the predecessor in officé of the present Archbishop of 
Westminster were of the friendhest possible description, It is gratifying to 
learn that Cardinal Vaughan has shown himself ready to maintain these 
relations, and to tread in the kindly footsteps of his esteemed predecessor. 
Happily, this is not the only indication we have had cf late of the growth of 
this sentiment in our Intercourse with our fellow-citizens, We have had- 
seyeral occasions recently to comment on the kindness of Mr. Charrington in 
lending his Great Assembly [all for Jewish worship, The other day, Canon 
Barnett was in our midst as an honoured guest, and the compliment was, so 
to speak returned in the invitation which was extended to Dr, Adler to 
lecture at the Church House, of which opportunity for friendly intercourse 
Dr. Adler made such admirable use. And now we have to-record what may 
perhaps be described as a resumption of communal relations with Arch- 
bishop's House, All these events crowding upon one another show what a 


respected position Jews have achieved fer themselves in this country, while 


they call upon the rising generation of Jews to prove themselves worthy of 
the legacy of esteem they inherit from those who have gone Lefore them, 
The Council of the United Synagogue at its meeting on Tuesday. 
scarcely did justice to the effort now being made by the Burial Committee to 
improve the general efiiciency, decorum and reverence with which the last 
ofiices to the dead are performed. A new code of laws was under discussion, 
and, a3 is usual when a large deliberative assembly attemps to grapple with 
details, gnats were strained at and camels were swallowed. The only way in 
which due reverence can be secured in performing the last sacred rites to the 
dead is by re-establishing in connection with every synagogue the ancient 
The Sephardim Congregation has not allowed 
its Society of Lavadores to become extinct, and the Ashkenazim might take 
this object lesson to heart. The London community has grown so large that 
a central society must necessarily employ paid officials, but there is no reason 
whatever why there should not be formed in connection with every synagogue 
small local societies, the members of which should undertake the pious duty 
of personally assisting the performance of the customary” sacred rites to the 
dead in a reverent manner, 


The atmosphere of the meeting on Tuesday evening was distinctly heated 
and heavily charged with electricity. No one accustomed to such assemblies 
could mistake the predominant temper of the majority, There could be felt, 
as well as heard, a distinct determination to make a demonstration against 
the Executive. The occasion upon wiich the electricity was discharged was 
the consideration of a Report from a Special Committee, appointed a year 
ago, to consider the asse:aments made upon local synagogues for the general 
purposes of the United Synagogue, The proposals of this Committee, brietly 
stated, are in favour of a graduated assessment by means of a sliding 
scale. Thus a synagogue would contribute 5 per cent. on the first £500 of 
its revenue, 10 per cent. on the second £500, and so on until if the revenue 
exceeded £4,000, the synagogue wonld contribute 27 per cent. on the 
9th £500. On a Report of this technical character, only experts on syna- 
gogue finance can express an opinion whether it solved the problem how tg 
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ensure an equitable adjustment of assessment. jut, on Tuesday evening, the |

The difficulty that has arisen in connection with the Jewish religious 
instruction given to Jewish children in London Board Schools has its 
counterpart in Bulgaria, In this otherwise enlightened principality an 
Education Act was passed last year in which the subjects taught at the 
Government Primary and Secondary Schools were defined. These subjects 
include religious instruction according to the Orthodox Faith, and no 
“conscience clause” being provided for in the Act, children of denomina- 
tions other than the Greek Catholic Church are compelled to be present at 
this instruction. The new Act, at the same time, withdrew from denomina- 
tional schools the privilege, hitherto enjoyed by them, of receiving Grovern- 
ment and State grants and of levying a school tax on the members of 
religious communities. This retrogressive step has told severely on the 
Jewish School at Sofia, with its 1.200 pupils, which lost a grant of 8,000 
franes, and a farther revenue of 15,000 francs derived from the school tax. 
Finding themselves, even with aid from abroad, unable to raise the income of 
which they have been deprived, the Jewish community have decided to send to 
the public schools all children above the age of seven, and have already closed, 
as a Jewish institution, the: commodious building which was erected as 
recently ‘as two years ago and to which they themselves subscribed nearly 
£3,000, The outlook for Judaism in Bulgaria is indeed gloomy when 
Jewish boys and girls are sent to schools where instruction in the religion of 
the Greek Church occupies a foremost place in the curriculum. 


THE INFLUENCE OF “ YIDDISH.” 


[From A CoRRESPONDENT.] 


Yiddish—~what is it? It will defy the definition of the smartest lexico- 
grapher, for we do not suppose that any one of these could state in few words 
what constitutes this dialect, which is nevertheless perfectly clear to every Jew. 
It evades definition because of its mixad nature, and because it is a different 
thing according to the latitude and longtitude it inhabits. The Yeddish of 
Poland and Germany is very different from that of the Hast End of London, 
though the latter is based in very large measure on the former. In other words, 


it is influenced by its environments, an expression of which the evolutionists are 
so fond. 


The basis of Hebrew words, with their ancient encrustations of who knows 


what, which have clung to them in their wanderings through. all climes and 
thrcugh the centuries, still goes on gathering new influences day by day as it 
needs them, and so }uddésh is, like all other languages, an ever-shifting element, 
only perhaps more so. Bnt all this we have known a long time. It is perhaps 
not so generally known, however, that this same }vddish in its turn exercises 
a considerable influence over its neighbours, and flavours the language of the 
Gentiles among whom it dwells by many a telling and significant 
word and phrase. In how far it enriched the German 
language, and especially the dialect of the city of Frankfort, 
has just been set forth in an interesting article on “The Dialect of Frankfort,” 
by Dr. A. Hammeran. In such a paper, in order that it should be complete, 
Yiddish must of necessity find a place, for in no other German town have the 
Jews played a more important part than in Frankfort, the home of the 
Rothschilds, No less a man than the immortal Goethe spent much time, during 
his youth, in the Judengausse, and was so familiar with Yiddish that he wrote a 
play in it. 

Dr. Hammeran is of opinion that the Jews dwelt in that part of the country 


| long before the Franks, who named the city, settled there. It would, he says, 


take him too deeply into historic and archeological questions, to prove his point 
in the present paper, but he shows by various quotations from the Yiddish of 
Frankfort that it contains elements of Allemannic influence. The Alemans, who, 
by the way, gave rise to the French appellation for the whole of Germany 
(Allemagne) were an ancient tribe, whose wanderings are not. very accurately 
known. . They have left not only words, but grammatical peculiarities with our 
Jewish brethren, which by those ignorant of this fact, are often looked upon as 


_ the signs of a defective education. When a Jew of Frankfort says er qebt, er 


Jangt, er wachst, er last, instead of the Modern High German, er giebt, er fiingt, er 
wiichst, er list, he is using, on the authority of Dr. Hammeran, the older AJiemannic 
forms. The same old source again accounts for his scanty use of 
grammatical inflection as in the expression: Sie kocht ihr (for ihren) Kaffee. 
Allemannic influence is further responsible for such werds as Fasinett-liche == a 
handkerchief, which is still used in Switzerland and Baden; Leiltuch for shect 
Schnur for mother-in-law, and Memme for mother. Now for the reverse of the 
medal. Dr. Hammeran enumerates a long list of words which have passed from 
the Hebrew or its modified Yiddish form into the German. But we must content 
ourselves with quoting a few :—Binem (from Ponim) — face, Kichem (from 
Chochom) -~ a wise man, diwwern (from dabber) to talk, Macke 
beating, Schlammassel (from shelo massel misfortune, simil 
Chaldaic origin), meschutke (from meshugo) mad, Ramsch 
roges (from rauges) annoyance, shote (from Chautim) fo 
shmuaus) empty talk, shofel (from schofeil) poor, also used for base coin All 
these, and many more, Dr. Hammeran Says, are in such ordinary use that we 
hardly remember they are of Hebrew origin. Add to these the every day epithet

The CHAIRMAN brought up the report of the Honorary Officers on the Free 
Services for the Poor during the recent festivals, and moved that votes of thank, 
be passed to Mr. F, N. Charrington for the loan of the Great Assembly Hajj 
and to the Rev. B.Schewzik for his unremitting and arduous labours in connec. 
tion with these services. Mr. Lucas added that_the thanks of the Council were 
also due to the Overseers of the Poor, Messrs, Noah Davis and Maurice Hart. 

Mr. B. L, Conen, M.P., brought up a report of the Executive Committee 
on Sabbath Afternoon Services for working men and women, and moved that _ 
a sum not exceeding £100 be granted to the Great Synagogue from the 
General Account towards the expenses of these services at the Great 
Synagogue on every Sabbath, from October 14th to March3lst. Mr. Cohensaid 
that it would be unfair, in moving the resolution, were he not to acknow- 
ledge the public spirit and devotion testified for some years by the Board of 

Management of the Great Synagogue. By the institution of these services the 
Council were not discharging their duties to the poor in the manner they would 
desire, but until more efficient expedients could be adopted, it would be well to 
continue the practice started in the year 18J1, | 
- The motion was agreed to. 


A letter was read from Mr. Charles Samuel, stating that in his present state 
of health his doctor had forbidden him to go out in the evening, This circum- 
stance, in conjunction with the necessity for a prolonged absence from London, 
reluctantly compelled him to resign the Chairmanship of the Building Com- 
mittee. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Council must have heard Mr, Samuel's letter 
with deep regret, not only because of the loss of his valuable services, but on 
account of the reason for his resignation.

Mr. Josern Maaunvs, one of the Treasures of the Burial Society, submitted 
for approval a revised code of laws and bye-laws of that Society. Mr. Magnus, 
in moving the adoption of the code, said that one of the principal objects aimed 
at was to secure the services of a better class of officials to attend to the dying 
and tre dead. Having carefully gone through the whole series of laws, the 
Burial Committee had come to the conclusion that if the revised code were 
adopted, considerable improvement would be effected in this department. 

The several clauses in the code were then debated, and adopted with few 
modifications. An addition was made at the instance of Mr, J. WoOoLr, pro- 
viding that in the event of a member of the Burial Society dying in the 
provinces and being buried there, the amount charged for ground should be 

ald by the United Synagogue. ‘The liability of the United Synagogue was 
fimited to £5. 

During the discussion on the duties of watchers, &c., Mr. A, E. FRANKLIN 
and Mr. ASHER I. Myers said that an effort should be made to found 
local societies, for performing honorarily the last sacred rites to the dead.

Mr. Deissa JOSEPH opposed the reference to the Executive Committee. 
He and his friends desired that the Council should at least for once be a think- 
ing and debating body, instead of a mere voting machine. For this reason the 
Scheme should be debated in the first instance by the Council itself, and not 
come before them accompanied by a cut and dried report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, 

Mr. ALBERT H. JeEssEL strongly protested against the amendment of Mr. 
Cohen. He said it was because those who sympathised with tie principle of the 
Scheme before the Council had no confidence in the Executive Committee that 
a Special Committee of the Council had been asked for to consider the subject. 
It was outrageous to attempt to stifle independent debate upon a vital question.

Sir,—I think all your readers will agree with me that, in view of the 
exceptionally low state of the finances of the Board of Guardians just now, at 
the commencement of a winter which, as many combined circumstances seem to 
indicate, will be one of great distress among the poor, an exceptional effort is 
necessary. Our poor must be helped, not merely with doles, but substantially, 
so that they may help themselves, and if the Board has no funds, where can 
this help come from ? I would suggest that we adont a plan which. I believe, 
has met with remarkable success among our neighbours. t2t us have a 
Self-denial Week. Surely there is no one who would not willingly deny himself 
every day during one week some luxury, great or small, according to his style of 
living, when he knows the good that must thereby be achieved. I think even 
children would for that short space of tims ceerfully forego cakes and sweets, 
if they understood that by their sacrifice they were giving little children like 
themselves bread to eat when they were starving; and I feel sure our servants 
would willingly co-operate. Every member of our community, who has the 
means of getting superfluities, must take part in the good work if it is to prove 
a success. The rich would, of course, give the most, for there is so much they 
can do without just for one week ; butthose with less money would have to make 
proportionate sacrifices. I firmly believe that, if we all join heartily and sincerely 
in the plan, and send the money we have thus saved to the Board of Guardians, 
the Board will be able to cope with the distress that at present threatens to sub- 
merge it. At all events, let us try, and let us comfort ourselves during our 
seven days of self-denial with the blissful consciousness that our voluntary 
sacrifice of luxuries may help to save the very lives of some of our deserving 
poor. |

SPIRITUAL DESTITUTION IN THE EAST END. 


Srr,—From the simultaneous appearance in your issue of last week of a 


letter under the above heading from the Rev. Mr. Schewzik, and of an extract 
from the hon. officers of the United Synagogue on the subject of free services 
to the poor, to be presented to the Council at its next meeting, I gather that a 
fresh attempt is to be made to pledge that body to raise the sum necessary to 
erect ‘a large synagogue’”’ in the Mast End, and to at length make “ the risky 
experiment” thus involved, 

I do not question the conclusions at which Mr. S:hewzik arrives as to the 
causes of, and remedies for the spiritual destitution of the Jews in the East End, 
but I affirm there is much more urgent need to stimulate the community to a full 
conception of the physical sufferings which await our coreligionists there in the 
coming winter—the most prominent features of which promise to,be dear fuel, 
anda largely increased number of unemployed—and that. therefore, unless 
increased support is freely given to the philanthropic institutions, which 
endeavour to minister to the wants of our poor, great discredit and odium will 
attach to our wealthy Jews, which will not be averted by the erection of any 
number of synagogues, or of a duplicate Beth-Hamedrash. Do not let us 
attempt to deceive ourselves ; if we are tocontinue the policy which imposes 
upon the community the obligation of preventing our Jewish poor from going 
into the Workhouse, or receiving parish relief, then, it is useless to disguise the 
fact, that we have undertaken a task which requires that all our resources should 
be husbanded for this one purpose. | 

A new East End Seheme or a large synagogue in the East End under the 
auspices of the United Synagogue, are equally objectionable at the present time, 
if either of them involves an appeal to the purses of the rank and file of the 
community ; possibly two other public spirited gentlemen may come forward 
and offer to build and endow the institution which it is contemplated to erect

enthusiast. Mr. Schewzik breathes a prayer of thankfulness that I had no 
voice in the communal councils of St. Petersburg, Moscow and Warsaw, for I 
would have opposed the construction of a large and magnilicent synagogue, 
which has recently been built there.’ I believe as strongly and deeply in the 
work of spiritual regeneration as anyone, but I can safely affirm that even in 
the Pale of Russia, there is no place where the Jewish poor are better provided 
with synagogue accommodation thanin the East Fad, Mr. Schewzik is not 
only cognisant of the Beth Din and its work, but he also enjoys the privilege 
‘to be’ a personal friend to some of its members’; and the appreciation of that 
friendship is marked by the characteristic statement that the religious function 
of Shechita—an important part of Judaism—'s discharged in a perfunctory and 
unconscientious manner! Mr. Schewzik will “stir up the hearts and open the 
eyes’ of those who will have the privilege to be in the Great Synagogue on 
Sabbatb, December ‘th; but 1t is passing strange that he should take the 
trouble of coming up all the way from Ramsgate to preach to“ those respectable 
middle-class of the East End Jews who need little preaching.” 

Against my suggestion that our communal leaders should take up a mediat- 
ing position between employer andemploye Mr. Schewzik opposes the whole 
strength of his eloquent pen. His prophetic soul prognosticates all kinds of 
dire misfortunes, inc!uding broken limbs and Egyptian darkness. According to 
the same oracle, Socialism “ has already infected almost every house, and is too 
deeply rooted to be removed,’ But what is the cause of this terrible evil ? | 

Isit owing to a want of synagogue accommodation, or is it because of the 
wretchedness of their homes ? Is it a want of “ feeling that takes possession of 
his soul,” or is it the passionate outburst of deep-rooted indignation that atter 
years of toil, he and those whom he holds dear to his heart, must end their lives 
in misery and, maybe, acharity funeral? No; the religion of Moses, the Prophets 
and the Rabbis can have nothing incommon with socialistic principles as under- 
stood by Mr. Schewzik ; but if to love and care for the poor—their bodies even 
more than their souls—means Socialism, then the very essence of Judaism is pure 
Socialism, | 

Labour problems cannot be solved at one or even a dozen meetings at the 
Jewish working Men's Club. Buta Board of Concilition, capable of inspirirg 


all the preaching in Judea. | 

Mr. Schewzik is a gentleman of many parts. Not only is he an earnest 
worker and eloquent preacher, but he also enjoys ina rare degree “* the ear and 
confidence of the rich and influential.’ May I be permitted to express an 
ardent hope that he will ceaselessly “ thunder in every ear of our leaders, stir 
up their hearts, and open their eyes ” to the s/«’ requirements of our poor. 

Let him impress on their minds that the happiest moral influence is exer- 
cised in the sanctity of a clean and healthy home. 

Let him induce them to invest a small portion of their wealth in new blocks 
of model dwellings, and thus enable our poor to carry out the sanitary precepts 
of our religion. | | 

This, I venture to think, is a more practical way of “ quickening the work of 
regeneration,’ for not only would we discharge a sacred duty to our poor, but 
we would also reap a goodly reward in the shape of handsome dividends,

THE NEW ORTHODOX SYNAGOGUE IN pa

| Panis, Tuesday, 
Last Sunday an event of interest and importance to the Jewish ¢ 


of Paris took place. The two Kehiilas, La Societé Etude Talmudig 
Societe Patriarche Abraham, had agreed to amalgamate and to erect in 
House of Prayer, which was for.ually opened on Sunday. A service 
under the auspices of M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbin of France, assis 
Dreyfuss, Grand Rabbin of Paris, and Rabbi Weiskoff, the preacher attached to 
the congregation. Each of the three reverend gentlemen delivered aldressag 
That of M. Zadoc Kahn was pre-eminent for eloquence, the fama of which 
has spread beyond the boundaries of his clerical sway. This fusion of the two 
larger orthodox congregations is noteworthy, inasmuch as it renders the cause 
for the orthodox party of the Paris community more conspicuous and powerfy| 
by reason of a concentration of strength. Its former weakness and obscurity 
were due to its diffusion into a number of small Chevras which, having no 
rallying-point, were unable to cope in any emergeney with the more advanced 
section, The new edilice will form, so to speak, a cathedral synagogue, and the 
orthodox cause will henceforth havea “local habitation and a name.” The action 
of the Executivein inviting the Grand Rabbin of France, and the action of the 
latter in cordially accepting the invitation is a lesson of mutual tolerance and 
benevolence between parties of diverse views, and might well point a moral ip 
view of the religious party feeling which sometimes is so destructive to the 
peace and concordant action of our community. For the benefit of your readerg 
who have occasion to stay in Paris, and the fervour of whose religious sentiments 
allows them to dispense with artificial aids to devotion in vogue among the mors 
advanced congregations, I give the address : 10, Rue Cadet. The building itself 
is commodious and elegant, and the simplicity of its style well in accord With, 
and subservient to, the purposes for which it is destined. Much credit is due to 
Dr. Klein and M. Joseph Tudesco for their efforts in effecting the union, 
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Miss NapaGE Dorir.—There was a goodly sprinkling of friends and well- 


wishers.of her own race, as well as of the aristocratic ladies who have taken 


her under their patronage, at Miss Nadage Dorce’s London debut at the Opera 
Comique last Saturday night, but it must be admitted that the young actress 


disappointed expectations, Something of the disappointment wasprobably due 


to the play in which she had elected to make her appearance. It transpired 
during the evening that Miss Dorce herself was responsible for this adaptation to 
stage purposes of the novel “L’Affaire Clemenceau,” by Alexandre Damas, 
fils, and it was obviously constructed to show every phase of her talent and 
every dress of her dazzling wardrobe. But though “ Mirza” is not devoid of 
dramatie situations, and though we believe the authoress-actress has toured 
successfully with it in her native America, she has mistaken the taste of English 
audiences, and it was indiscreet to double her risk by presen'ing the public with 
a new play as well as a new actress, the condemnation of either necessarily, if 
not logically, involving that of the other. Moreover, Miss Dorcée trebled her 
stake by introducing a new dance (the Nile Dince) in a new dress—intended to 
realise Shakespeare’s description of Cleopatra, the “Serpent of Old Nile’— 
both designed and patented by this versatile and enterprising demoiselle. Here, 
again, Miss Dorte found herself at variance with English taste, as is perhaps not 
unintelligible considering her Parisian and Italian up-bringing. It is fair to her 
to state that she cut out this dance as soon as she understood it was objectionable, 
and it was therefore only witnessed on the first night. Apart from. this, Miss 
Dor? did not fail to give promise of better things when her crudities are toned 
down, There were pleasant touches of comedy in the first act, where she 
appeared at a fancy dress ball in the dress of a page; her elocution, where 
it is not provoking’y mincing, is clear, and allowing for the nervousness 
of a first night and the strain of an ambitious pirt ranging through every 
variety of feminine emotion, there were not wanting indications of a talent for 
tragedy, but on the whole, we should say that though Miss Dorés possesses 
dramatic feeling among her numerous gifts, she has not yet the art of “eps fer 
it across the footlights. But she is very young, and she will do well to 
narrow her ambition and to postpone her re-appearance in London till 
she has gained more experience either in the provinces or her own country. 
And then it is not unlikely she may discover that her true fort- is comedy. Miss 
Dor¢ée was supported by an efficient cast, Miss Cowen in particular winning a 


stirring round of apy'ause by an admirable piece of pathetic acting in the 
second act, | 


MADEMOISELLE Rosa Ovirrzka.—The provincial tour of Sir Augustus 


| Harris's Royal Ital an Opera is brought to a close in Birmingham this week. It 


was on the whole an experiment, but one we are told which was most success- 
ful. No one-of the artists engaged in the enterprise has achieved so 
decided a success as did Mdlle. Olitzka. We havealready chronicled her triump2 
as Ortruda in “ Lohengrin” in several provincial tours. Since then sbe has 
performed Beppo in “ L’Amico Fritz” in Cork and Dublin, and she has reaped 
tresh laurels in every role. The applause with which she was greeted in both 
places was most enthusiastic. The young Polish singer had, as far as the 
United Kisgdom is concerned, her reputation to make, She arrived here towards 
the end of the London season a complete stranger. But she may fairly claim 
to have justified the expectations formed at her début in two concerts in the 
metropolis, and even to have far surpassed them. Her triumphs in the 
Eossce have been phenomenal. ‘The crowning incident of her tour has 
een her performance in Dublin of Orfeo. She undertook the part at ver 

short notice, Signora Giuglia Ravogli, who has hitherto been identified with 
the part, sending word in the morning that she was indisposed. The /’reeman s 
Journal in its notice of the performance, says :—‘‘ With all the disadvantages 
of the flyleaf and the necessity for filling a part that had come to be so much | 
associated with another name, Mdlle. Olitzka, not only appeared as Orfeo, 

by storm one of the largest and mosi critical audiences 
that has ever assembled at the Gaiety Theatre. It was a most gratifying 
experience to find that the part has never in Dublin been so well played as 
by Mdile Olitzka, A stranger in every sense, her performance of Ortruda 10 
‘ Lohengrin ’—so full of difficulties and dangers, was recognised as a distinguish- 
ing feature in an otherwise unsatisfactory representation, But few even of 


those who then were struck by her talents were prepared for such a completely 


excellent work as her Orfeo. She sang magnificently, and she invested the part 
with quite a new attraction, In the great ‘Che Fard’ scene which closed the 
opera, she acted with the most perfect self-identification with the character, and 
for many years in Dublin there has been no performance combining 80 excellently 
and so perfectly the lyric and dramatic necessities of a most difficult scene. The 
result in the way of appreciation was somewhat phenomenal, She was 
cheered and recalled, she was cheered and recalled again, aud for the third time 
she was summoned to the front amidst quite a storm of applause.”

SCHOOLS IN THE East.—Applications have been received for renewal of 
grants to schools at Adrianople, Damascus and Jassy. At Adrianople the non- 
paying pupils of the boys’ school have increased by 64 since the previous report, 
At the Damascus girls’ school the pupils have increased from &7 in 1891, when the 

resent Head Mistress entered:on her duties, to 153 in the present year, fees 

aving risen in the same period from 435 frances to 1,40 francs. The Head Mi-tress 
states that the girls have become more accustomed to work, are more active and 
lively, and their habits are more orderly. Much good is anticipated from the 
workrooms where the young apprentices are making rapid progress. AtJassy a 
number of boys have been admitted to the school who were expciled from the 
public Elementary Schools on the enforcement of the new Education Act. 
Prior to their admission they were examined by Dr, Lippe, the President, 
who found that they had not learnt much in those schools. On the other 
hand, at the annual examination of the Jewish school, the Examiner, a Pro- 
fessor at the University, expressed his astonishment at the results attained with 
boys who do not speak the Roumanian language at home and only study it 
two hours a day at the school._—An applealion was also received for a grant of 
£20 to the newly established girls’ school at Haifa (Palestine). The Associa- 
tion was informed that unless such a grant were made the school would have 
to be closed, and the majority of the girls would then return to the Mission 
School, from which they had with difficulty been removed.—The Director. of 
the Sofia School has announced that owing to the decision of the Jewish com- 
munity to send to the public Elementary Schools all children above the age of 
seven, the Alliance Israélite is obliged to close its schools, The action of the 
community has been motivated by the provisions of an Education Law which 
come into force in Bulgaria last year, prohibiting all denominational schools 
from receiving Government or Municipal Grants. The Executive Committee 
are in correspondence with the Aliiance on the mutter, the Association having 
been informed in the previous year that the continued existence of Jewish 
schools was rendered imperative through the absence ofa “conscience clause ”’ 
in the Education Act. | .

LECTURES ON JEWISH HISTORY. 

Ono Wednesday last, at the Jewish Working Men's Mr. 
AbRAHAMsS, M.A., delivered the first of a course of six lectures on the History of 
the Jews of Spaia Mr. Sameer Moxracu, M.P., presided. The 
lecture was well attended, there being present nearly 00 persons. 

Mr. Samugi Monraccy, M.P, said that’ his duty was rendered easter that 
evening by the fact that 1t was unnecessary to introduce the lecturer. Mr. Israel 
Abrahains was known to them personally and by reputation,and was known ia fact to 
almost the whole of the Anglto-Jewish community. Before referring tothe subject 
of the lecture, he would hike to say something to the members of the Jewish 
Working Men’s Club especially. They all knew how proud he = was 
of his connection with the Club, and that he looked back with satisfaction over 20 
years, when he was in his thirties and helped to found the. Institution, During 
that long period thousands of Jews and Jewesses had passed through the Club 
with great advantage to themselves, certainly benetitting by the healthy sur- 
roundings and respectable associations to be obtained within its walls. But there 
was one source of disappointment to him, and he would Lot be their friend if he 


did not tell them of their faults as well as their merits. One of the chief motives. 
in founding that Club was to combine instruction with pleasure, but since it was 


found necessary that the management should be placed in the hands of the mem- 
bers, the lectures had dwindled away and ceased to attract good audiences 
Even when, a year ago, Canon Barnett gave a lecture on his tour 
round the world, the Hall was not more than half full. He could 
well understand that those who worked hard all the week found musical 
entertainment very welcome, but that need not prevent them attending lectures, 
especially as most of the members were artisans and not exposed to mental 
strain. The course of lectures which was provided by the Toynbee Hall 
Education Committee was another evidence of the broad views held by that 
institution. They were ail glad to sea Canon Barnett amongst them that 
evening ; he was a candid friend in its best sense who told them their faults. 
Canon Barnett had said that the poorer Jews were rather too much set on gain. 
If the Jews would think more of their glorious past, of their aspirations for a still 
more glorious future, it might reise them from the sordid rleas of the present — 
(Cheers). They should bear in mind that every Jew is responsible for the 
good name of his fellows, and that if te disgraceg himself, a 
stigma is cast on the reputation of the whole of the Jewish 
cominunity.—(Applause.)—The History of the Jews in Spain was 
a brilliant page in the National History of the Jews—a page brilliant and 
illumined in its earlier portions, but disfigured later by the blot of religious perse- 
cution. One of the lessons to be gained from that History was that prosperity 
was not an unmixed blessing forthe Jews. For it was but too often the case 
that when they waxed fat they kicked off their Jewish bonds in the desire for 
personal advancement. | 

Mr. IsraEL ABRAHAMS then proceeded with his lecture, which dealt with the 
period between the Moorish Conquest and the establishment of Spain as the 


eentre of Judaism at the beginning of the tenth century. 


Canon BARNeTT, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Israel Abrahams for 
his lecture, said that the advantages afforded by shorter hours of work should be 
utilised.for-higher ideals... Money-making should not be the sole object of life. 
There could not be a better example than that set them in the glorious history of 
their race, with which he hoped they would become more fully acquainted. He 
had listened to the lecture with great interest, and he was glad they were to be 
continued. He hoped that all those present would attend the whole series and 
influence their friends to do the same. : 

The Rev. S. Sincer,in seconding the vote of thanks, which was unanimously 
agreed to, said that Le considered himself precluded from praising the lectarer 


owing to the prospective connection. with his family, but what was specially 


interesting with regard to Mr. Abrahams, was that on his mother’s side he was 
descended from the Spanish race. The Jews were always attached to the country 
in which they were bred and born, and as an instance, he could tell them that 
when the Jews were expelled from Spain and took refuge in Holland, they took 
with them the seeds of the citron which they planted in their gardens to remind 
them of Spain, their native country. | 

Mr. Iskaz. ABRAHAMS responded, and proposed a vote of thanks to the Chair-

THE SCHOOL BOARD AND THE JEWS. 


THE discussion concerning the religious instruction given to Jewish children 
in London Board Schools occupied the last sitting of the Board, and was not 
concluded when the meeting was adjourned. ‘Though the matter is one 
fraught with the most serious consequence for the Jewish community in the 
metropolis, we await the resumption of the debate, if not without anxiety, 
certainly without misgiying. For, throughout the whole proceedings, both 
the friends and the opponents of denominational education spoke in a tone of 
the utmost fairness and toleration. All the speakers admitted that the 
Jewish Board School pupils occupied a unique position, and that if an 
abnormal system is now in vogue in certain Board Schools largely and almost 
exclusively attended by Jewish children, this system grew up with the 
cognisance of the Board, with its implicit if not explicit sanction. There has 
been no concealment, but it is a little surprising that the Board as a whole 
should only now have realised what was being done with its own approval. 

_ Though, as we are grateful to state, the only prejudice shown in the 
debate was in favour of the Jewish children, yet it is regrettable that the Jews 
possess no spokesman of their own on the Board. Those who by their luke- 
warm attitude or actual hostility prevented the return of Mr. Ciaupe G., 
MonreriorE and of Mr, when they sought re-election on the Board, 
are now reaping some of the fruits of their action. It is a scandal to the 
Jewish community that it alone of all the important sections of the metro- 
politan population is unrepresented on the educational council that regulates 
so many of the London schools. Let us trust that the next election will 
remedy this defect, and that perhaps another member of the Berkeley Street 
congregation (for so far it has only been so-called ‘* Reformed” Jews who 
have appreciated the timportance of the presence on the School Board of 
Jewish representatives) will present himself for election and will receive such 
general support as will secure success. Mr, Dictite and his colleagues, we 
repeat, deserve and receive our most cordial thanks for their friendly and 
sympathetic attitude on this most recent of Jewish questions. But a Jewish 
member of the Board could have emphasised one or two facts which did not 
obtain quite the necessary prominence in the discussion last week. 

It is indeed an unfortunate accident that what is known as the Chief 


Rabbi’s Code should have been introduced into the Board Schools during | 
ordinary school hours, This Code ought to be unhesitatingly withdrawn, & understand and sympathise with one. another, 


_ Jewish prayers are in some eases read during school hours :; 


and we think that the Managers of the “ Jewish” Board Schools would do 
well to withdraw it before the Board tinds it necessary to interfere formally 
in the matter. But it is an absolute mistake to believe, as some members of 
the School Board appear to do, that there has been any outside influence 
exerted by any Jewish organisation to smuggle Jewish teachings into the 
Board Schools. Further, the Carer Rant had absolutely no hand in the 
introduction of his Code into these schools. These facts are surely of great 
moment, The School Board allowed a very great deal of discretion to the 
head-masters of those schools which are almost exclusively Jewish. For 
instance, in the Castle Street Board School, one of the largest in Whitechapel, 
there are only twenty Christian boys. It is obvious that in schools like 
this the ordinary Board School Code of Bible-teaching cannot be followed, 
for this Code provides for the teaching of the New Testament. Jewish 
in common with all other parents have the legal right to withdraw their 
children from the Bib!e lessons for conscience’ sake, if they so will, and there 
is no doubt that in Castle Street the whole of the school would be withdrawn 


from these lessons if the New Testament were taught. It is surely a fair 


alternative to do as is done in these exceptional schools, and to teach all the 


Christian boys in strict accordance with the Board School Code, but to 
modify it for the use of the Jewish b VS, If the ordinary Code be enforced 
‘in these ‘schools, several unhappy results must follow. The Jewish boys 
would receive no Bible lessons at all, for the Board provides that those who 
are withdrawn from the ordinary Scripture lessons shall occupy the spare 
time in secular work. Do the Jewish boys need longer hours for their 
secular work ? The School Board Inspectors would give an emphatic denial 
to such a suggestion. But, in the second place, the Jewish children in the 
East End, it is only too much to be feared, would be withdrawn pot only 
from the Scripture lessons at the Board Schools, but from these schools 
altogether.

the instruction given by Jewish teachers. The Board has in the past perhaps 
allowed the latter too much discretion, It would be regrettable if they were 
now to choose the other even less defensible alternative, and leaye them 
no discretion at all. 

Another point on which some considerable stress was laid in the School 
Board debate was the appointment of Jewish teachers at all as such, 
‘‘ Jewish teachers are appointed to teach Jewish children,” says Mr. Rivey. 
At the first blush this looks very much like an essential breach ofthe unde- 
nominational principles on which the School Board was established. But again 


facts must be faced. The Board in its earlier days found that Jewish children 


were absolutely debarred by their parents from attending the schools erected 
by the Board. No sooner, however, were Jewish head-masters anil assistant 
masters engaged than a change came over the scene, Jewish parents hastened 
to send their children to the Board Schools ; they displayed as much zeal in 
finding places for them in these schools as they had previously shown in 
keeping them at home. Hence the Board did not appoint Jewish teachers in 
certain schools for choice, it has done so from necessity. The Board cou'd 
not contemplate with a light heart the campaign of summonses and appear- 
ances before the magistrates which must have been inevitable had the Board 
not generously preferred to coax rather than try to compel. And, 
curiously enough, there was nothing denominational in all this. Two factors 
influenced the Board in in its preference for Jewish teachers in certain schools, 
Neither factor was a religious one. In the first place every sound educa- 
tionalist knows that no teacher can do much with his pupils unless they 
In the ordinary  Boatd 
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School the ordinary teacher, if not an orthodox Christian, at 


least is of the same race as his pupils, and knows, even if 
he does not share, the religious views of the majority of his class. 


There is no barrier of ignorance between him and them, and it is ignorance 


of the pupil’s sentiments, of his whole range of ideas, that is at the bottom of 
so many a tutorial failure. But this is not the only factor which rightly 
influenced the Board in selecting, not exclusively, but still in a considerable 
proportion, Jewish teachers for some of the East End schools, There was 
the difficulty of language. Many of the East End Jewish children are of 
foreign origin, and some of them cannot speak English fluently. It is 
extraordinary with what rapidity they acquire the language, but at first they 
would be lost unless the teacher has some facility in understanding the 
jargon that the children speak. We do not attach very much importance 
to this part of the case ; we think moreover that our own denominational schools 
already provide sufficient accommodation for cases of this kind. But we are 


convinced that the Board would lose and not gain by modifying its policy in. 
this respect. Whatever be the result of the discussion regarding the teaching 


of the Bible in the Board Schools, we trust that this part of the arrangement 
will not be disturbed. 

‘For the whole experiment has one surpassing merit. It has succeeded: 
Who has been injured by the policy of the Board? Has the secular work 
suffered ? We know that the schools largely attended by Jewish children 
stand highest on the list for efliciency. Curiously enough the same may be 
said of a Board School at Rotherham, which, with not a Jewish pupil has a 
Jewish Head Master, and enjoys a deservedly high reputation. 
the Christian boys who attend these Hast End schools suffer?) Assuredly 
not. They receive from Christian teachers the fall Seriptural instruction 
provided by the Code. This is an ‘argument that must be pressed home.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN BOARD SOHOOLS. 


— 


_  Atthe last meeting of the Loudon School Board, on Thursday, the 2ad 
inst., a discussion took place on the religious irstruction to Jewish children 
in Board Schools. | 

The School Management Committee reported that their Scripture Sub- 
Committee bad had oczasion to make inquiry as to the arrangements in regard 
to religious instruction at the schools ci the Baard largely attended by Jews. 
The Sub-Committee had prepared a statement of the particulars which they had 
gathered, and had submitted the statement to the School Management 
Committee, calling attention to the fact that the Board's syllabus 
of Bible instruction was departed from in the schools named in 
the return by the total omission of all instruction from the New 
Testament, and asking the direction of the School Management Committee 
whether the Board syllabus was to be enforced by them in its entirety in these 
schools, The School Management Committee now reported to the Board the 
statement which their Scripture sub-committes had submitted, the question 
which aad been proposed by the Scripture sub-committee. and the resolution 
which the School’ Management Committee had passed—viz., to call the 
attention of the Board to the fact that the statement disclosed the following 
departures from the rules of the Board :—(i) Jewish teachers bacause they are 
Jews or Jewesses, are appointed to teach Jewish children. Art. 52 states — 
“ The religious opinions of candidates should not in any way influence their 
appointment.” (ii.) The syllabus of Bible instruction is departed from by the 
total omission of all teaching from the New Testament. (iii.) In the teaching 
from the remaining portions of the Bible, a syllabus alleged to have been drawn 
up by the Chief Rabbi is used without having. been sanctioned by the School 

anagement Committee or the Board. MHaviceg regard, however. to 
the special circumstances of the case, especially with reference to the 
difficulty of securing the attendance of Jewish children uader other conditions 
and to the manner in which the present custom had grown up, the School 
Management Committee were not prepared to take any action in the matter 
without specific instructions from the Board. They therefore reported 
the whole of the facts to the Board for their information, in order that every 
member might be placed in possession of the facts so far as they were within 
the knowledge of the Committee, and that any member of the Board might 
lace upon the agenda paper any motion which might deal with the matter 
Ihe Committee turther reported the syllabus of the Chief Rabbi.

M. ATHELSTAN RILeEy wished to put Mr. Bruce right, He had asked the Board 
Inspector himself whether any difference was made in this matter as to what 
was taught in school and what was taught out of school, and the Inspector 
said, “No; no difference was made ;” and that the whole syllabus was taken 
in school hours. | 

Dr, GLADSTONE said the School Management Committee had known in the 
past something of what was going on, for they had provided Hebrew Bibles 
and other books, but they had had no knowledge, until within the last few 
months, that distinctive Jewish religious instruction was given during school 
hours, Do not let them break their regulations, but let the matter go back for 
reconsideration in the School Management Committee, whera he thought they 
could easily arrive at a conclusion. 

Mr. STaNLeEY said the law and the regulations of the Board had both bean 
broken in this matter. But the reports as to how this syilabus was taught in 
certain of the schools were a little ambiguous, and it was not clear whether the 
distinctive religious teaching was given in school hours or after. The law did 
not prohibit Denominationa! teaching.—(Mr. Ritey: “ Hear, hear.’’)—but the 
teaching of creeds. But their opponents wanted through this somewhat isolated 
body to let in distinctive religious Denominational teaching. They said: “[f 
you strain the law for the Jows, why not for the Anglicans?’ Tiis agitatioa 
about the Trinity was an attempt to break cown the rules of the Board and 
evade the Act of Parliament. Uatil they rescinded their rules, they remained 
asa standing record of what the Board ought to do. 

The Board divided, and there voted :— 

Majority agains: - 

The amendment, moved by Mr. Gover, ways. therefore, lost. 

Sir CameERON GULL moved, as anamendment: To add the words “and to 
inform the Education Department that, in the opinion of the Board, having 
regard to the special circumstances of the casa, especially with 
reference to the difficulty of securing the attendance of Jewish 
children under other conditions, and to the manner in whic the present 
custom has grown up, and seeing that the present practice is working well, 
and gives rise to nv objections from the parents of other children in the 
sthools, they are not prepared to take any further action in the matter.’ 
He challenged the Board to say distinctly were they prepared or not to alter 
the instruction given to Jewish children. Mr. Stanley said there hid been a 
transgression of the law. “Formulary” was not the only word in the Ast. It 
said no formulary distinctive of any pitticular denomination should be taught 


in the schools. How was it that the Education Dapartment had decided that 


the Apostles’ Creed might be tiught ? Hs: was not prepared to say whether 
they were doing anillegalact or not. Let the Education Department say that and 
stop the teaching. Lt wasridiculous for De, Gladstone to say that the Committee did 
not know what was going on. They knew at least that something peculiar was 
oing on. He (Sir Cameron Gull) did not kuow that the Board as a corporate 
ody knew anything at all, but individual members knew that the rules were 
broken. It seemed to him however—tinding the practice working well and 
giving satisfaction—to be extremely pedantic to tell them that the practice 
must be altered and the rule obeyed. Many laws were more honoured in the 
breach than in the observance, and it seemed to him that this was a case of 
that sort, and the rule ought to be altered. | 
The Rev. Ripveway seconded. He took+h's stand upon the fact 
— by their own regulations they had power to make exceptions in particular 
schools, | | 
__ Mr, RIvey was glad to be able for once to support an am2udment that Mr. 
Ridgeway had seconded. ‘They had their little differences as to the mode of 
teaching Christian doctrines to Christian children, but h3 was glad to fiad they 
were one as to the teaching of Jewish doctrines to Jewish children. He wished 
to point out to Mr. Ridgeway that what had been done as regarded the Jews 
had not been done in accordanc2 with the rule of the Board mentioned by Mr. 
Ridgeway. He understood, since he had been on the Board, that the School 
Board for London put forward one main contention—that the religious teaching 
in the schools must be undenominitional, and that when a Caristian min came 
to the Board and said “I want my little Christian child to be taught certain 
Christian subjects,” the Board replied that they were sorry, bat it could not be 
done. It would be an injustice to the ratepayers, and contrary to the system. 
They could not have special doctrines taught at the public expense. Bat here 
they had a syllabus which the School Management Committee told them was 10 
use in the schools of the Board. When a deputation of Christian men came UP 
to that Board, and asked that the minimum of Christian religion should ba 
given to their children, they were flouted and jeered. But the Jews were made 
an exveption and taught the doctrines of Judaism at the expense of the rate- 


payers, A second contention of the Board-was that teachers ought not to- be 


appointed on account of their religious belief. When a Christian man came 
before them and asked how he was to know that his little Christian child was 
not receiving the religious instruction from a Unitarian or an infidel, he was 
told, “ You cannot know; you have no right to know. We cannot have 
religious tests.’ But when they came to the Jews, what did they find? That 
Jewish teachers were appointed to teach the Jewish children. The Board 
prided themselves on their undenominational character, Their character, W45 
gone. ‘They had at last been found out. They had been playing a hypocritical 
part for some considerable time. If the- Board did not know that this dis- 


tinctive teaching of the dogmas of Judaism was going on in the schools 
the Board ought to have known if, It had been going on for 
nineteen years, but it was left for him to find out, He _ wanted 


to know what answer they would now make to Christian parents who cam? 
before them and aeked for the Christian teaching which the y had refused. Were 
they going to preserve the undenominational character of the Board? | Vere 
they the bold, valiant tellows that they professed to be? Were they golvs to 
give instruction to the Jews from the Old Testament only? Because their rule 
said that instruction should be given from the Bible, and the Old Testament ws 
only a part of the Book. The rule saidin the “ principles of religion,” and not 
of religions. Would they say to the Jews: We are going to give you. according 
to the Board rules, undenominational teaching from the Old and New Test 
ment, by a Christian teacher in Standard 3, a Unitarian in Standard 4, and a 
Atheist in Standard 5 ? 

Mr. SraNn.ey said as regirded the teaching of religion to the Jews by 
Christians, or Unitarians, or Atheists, that was already done in some of ine 
,chools mainly attended by Jewish children, He instanced a school where m?* 
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of oe teachers either came from Church Training Colleges or Undenominational 
Colleges. 


Mr. Bourke also spoke of another Jewish school 
Churchman himself, he had asked clergymen outside t 
of the action of the clergymen on the B 
opinion to him that the clerical members were making a fatal mistake. 

Mr. BARNES thought the Board had been insulted by Mr. Riley. He said the 
Board knew certain things, but he (Mr, Barnes) saidthev didnot. Mr. Riley ought 
to substantiate the charge or withdraw it. He thought Mr. Riley had insulted the 
chair, although, of course, he did not mean it. But their Chairman had been on 
the School Management Committee for many years, giving his whole time to 
the work of the School Board, and Mr. Riley accused him of having acted as a 
hypocrite. If Mr, Riley charged the Board with hypocrisy the greatest 
hypocrite must be the Chairman. The Chairman knew more of what was going

DENOMINATIONAL EDUCATION | 


A TALK: WITH CARDINAL VAUGHAN, 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] | 


Coming events cast their shadows before them. The question of Denomi- 


‘national Education is in the air. Nota week passes but it is discussed in the 


Press, and forms the staple of one or more public addresses. Mr. Stewart 
Headlam, speaking on the matter ou Sunday, October 29th, is succeeded on the 
fo'lowing evening by Cardinal Vauguan and by Mr. Asquith, wh» take opposite 
sides of the controversy. A week later, Archdeacon Sinclair leads off a debate 
on the subject at Toynbee Hall.. Then there comes to us the current number of 
the Jewish Quarteriy Review to remind us Jews, by its weighty remarks on 
“ Jewish Religious Kducation,” that the question of Denominational Schools has 
a special significance for us as Jews ; and lastly—but certainly not least —the 
question of Religious Teaching has been before the London School Board at 
successive meatings for months past It seems therefore not unlikely that the 
next School Board election may turn, principally, 1£ not entirely, on this qeest/o 
verata whether secterian education shall be paid for out of the rates. 

It may be as well to state succinctly, before proceeding to tha subject of 
this article, what are the several issues that will boa placed before the electorate 
next year. They are four in number. First, there is the 1871 compromise, which 
provides that instruction shall be given in the principles of religion, always 
assuming that no attempt shall bo made ‘to attach children to any particular 
denomination.” Then there isthe view of Mr. Stewart Headlam and other Radicals 
that the teaching of religion should be banished from the Board Schools entirely 
and relegated to the parents of the children and to miaisters of religion. Mr. 
Stewart Headlam even goes so far as to suggest that all denominational schools 


should be suppressed. He considers that now the School Board has every facility 


for doing the work of education, it is suicidal for the clergy to spend time and 
money in doing what the State can accomplish far better. He would have them 
abandon their week-day schools, and throw taemselves heart and soul into the 
work of the Board School. 

As against these two views there are two others, the Churchmin’s view and 
the Romin Catholic’s view. Mr. Athelstan Riley, who represents tie interests of 
the Church objects to the 1871 compromise, at least asit isat preseat interpreted, 
and would substitute for the unsectarian religious instruction provided by the 
1871 Act, the teaching of the definite dogmas of Christianity. But he would 


have these dogmas taught by the School BoarJ. Cerdinal Vauehan, as head of 


the Roman Catholic Church in this country, comes forward wita another propo- 
sition—a fourth solution of the educational problem. In the address which he 
delivered last week at the Westminster Town Hall, he pleaded the cause of 
Denominational Schools with a force and a cogency which will go far to com- 
mend his proposition as the simplest solution of a difficult question. Jews 
especially, I venture to think, will hail His Eminence’s utterances with pleasure. 
In regard to religious education, the interests of Jews and Roman Catholics are 
nore or less identical, and Iam glad to see this community of interest recog- 
nised in the article in the Jewish Quarterly Rervew to which allusion has already 
been made, Either body teaches a form of religion which is neither recognised 
in the 1871 compromise nor in Mr. Riley’s interpretation of that compromise, so 
that in indicating the claims of Roman Catholics to separate schools supported 
out of the rates, the Archbishop of Westminster is at the same time asserting the 
rights of our owa schools, and defending them from the encroachments of 
Secularism. | 

It appeared to me, therefore, after reading the Cardinal’s recent speech at 
Westmiaster that it would ba of importance as weil as interest to the readers of 
the Jewish Chronicle if His Eminence would favonr-them with a fuli exposition 
of hie views on this great question, and I was gratilied at receiving the other day 
a cordial communication from him, stating that he would ba pleased to converse 
with me on the subje:t at Archbishop’s House. I was of course not aware at 
the time of the additional importance that would attach to our conversation in 
view of the School Board devate on the 2nd inst, which is 
reported in another column. Those who know the _ present Cardinal 
will not need to be told that he received me with that courtly affability 
which invests his noble presence with so singulara charm. There was a complete 
absence of reserve about his conversation for which I was hardly prepared. I 
was ushered into the library, a spacious apartment in which the bulky works of 
te Church Fathers occupy a corresponding place to the Talmud and the Midrash 
in the study of a Jewish Rabbi. | | 

Having asked tue Cardinal to favour me, in the first instance, with an outline 
of his opinions on the subject of Religious Education, His Emingace mate the 
following observations : — 

“ Religious education does not consist in the mere learning by heart of the 
questions and answers in a catechism, but in thoroughly understanding the 
principles of religion and training the entire heart and sou! of the scholar to con- 
to them. It follows that religious education must proceed par/ with 
secular instruction. It is like sugar in the cup ; it must permeate everything that 
is taught ; it must form part of every day’s curriculum. Those persons who ask 
us t> confine religious instruction to the Sunday might be invited to take all the 
salt they are accustomed to mingle with their food on one day in the week. | 
lan+y they would object to this, and urge that salt was intended to be e:ten every 
day, and to season every meal. So the teaching of religion should ‘ season’ 


the work done every day in the school.” 
_“ Then, again, there is the hollow pretence of teaching religion in a way in 
Which we should be absolutely ashamed to-teach any other #-ience, giv ng it into 


the hands of parents and persons who are not experts. What should we say if 
history or geography or any other science were taught in this loose fashion ? And 


is a religion as great a science, as important a science, as noble as science as any 
other | 


i I’ gather that you are opposed to the 1871 compromise.” _ 

‘Yes. ‘luat compromise is unsatisfactory, because the religion which the 
Board undertakes to teach is a vague aud colourless thing, unacceptable alike to 
Jew and Gentile. I have called it a ‘boneless and invertebrate body of 
Christianity.’ ” 

“Do you object to Board Schools altogether.” “No, not for those who 
approve of them. But, [ say, let us be free all round ; let the parental right of 
choosing the religion in which a child shall bo educated be satisfied. The 
education of a child is a part of the duty of its. parents. Now the State comes 
in and says, [ll compel you to perform that duty. The parent has a right to 
turn round and reply, I will concur in your educational arrangement provided 
you will secure that my religion is taught to my child pari passe with secular 
subjects.” | 

Then, of course, you don’t agrea with what Mr. Asquith said at Leeds—as 
to there being an immenso difference between religious and sectarian education— 
on the same night on which you were speaking at Westminster ?” 

‘Certainly not. I maiatain that religious iastrriction ts be worth anythiog 
must be dogmatic and what they ca!l sectarian, and Limagine that you and | 
are in perfect agreement on this point.’ | : 

I indicated my agreement with His Eminence, adding that I questioned 
whether it would be possible for any teacher to give instruction in religion or 
the Bible without colouring such iostruction with lis or her doctrinal beliefs. 

“What grouads have vou,” [ asked, “for believing that denominational 
schoois are at present in danger ?”’ | | 

“ The Govern sent is laying a nunborof now financial obligations on our 
schools which tend to exhaust our money. If they continua to increase these 
demands, the result will be that we shill bo starved out. Then the Government 
will turn round and declare that as we cinnot any longer satisfy their demanaa, 
they: will not be able to recogaise us.

“You spoke the other night of the majority of the people being in favour 
of denominational education, which you said was made up of the Caurch of Eng- 
land, Wesleyans and Catholics.

“ First and foremost, we should never, tire of insisting before the electorate 
on the principle of rights. tue electorate become thoroughly 
inipressed with the sanctity and inviolability of the great law of nature, which 
is the Jaw of God, that every parent has an innate right to have his children 
educated in the religion which he believes to be the true religion, their sense of 
fairness will concede all that we ask for.

“As aimatter of fact, we have shown thit we are fully capable of meeting 
such requirements. In the Roman Catholic schools, when they were examined 
by percentages, the three or four Jower standards stood higher than any other 
schools, including the Board S-hools.” 

“ Might it not be argued that if the State were t» coneceda your principle, 
every tiny sect would come forward with a clain on the rates for the support of 
its own particular school? How would this difficulty be met ?” | | 

‘Tt has been met for the last 50 or 60 years, during which the Education 
Department has recognised the various educating bodies, which are divided into 
fourclasses: (1) Church of England ; (2) Roman Catholics ; (3) Wesleyans ; 
and (4) British, Undenominational and other schools.” 

‘ Oertainly there is nothing unfair in your claim, a3 every parent would be 
paying, through the rates, for the support of his own denorninational school. 
But I imagine that if any section of the population might ba considered to have 
a grievance, it would ba that small section who profess no religion whatever, and - 
would therefore object, and perhaps rightly, to be called upon to maintain the 
religious schools of other people.” . | | 

“Such people have the same grievance under the present School Board 
s)stem, which, professing to teach religion, compels all ratepayers to pay for such 
instruction. Now if that boneless, invertebrate body of mongrel Christianity is 
to be maintained out of the rates and taxes, should not the genuine article receive 
an equal share? To make the electorate pay, a3 at present for the teaching of a 
religion without dozma and without delinite principles is equivalent t» endowing 
a new religion at the expense of the older religions.” 

As I rose to thank Cardinal Vaughan for the very full and instructive exposi- 
tion of his views to which I had listened for over half-an-hour, His Eminence, 
before dismis:ing me, conducted me to the Audieuce Chamber and showed tne 
the cabinet which our communal leaders had presented to his predecessor. ° It 
stands opposite to the throne and to a huge canvas representing the performance 
of High Mass in St. Peter’s—a lasting memorial of the kindly relations which

It is now time for me to briefly conclude my notes on the first volume of 
the Publications of the American Society. Besides the papers already noticed 
here, Mr. S, W. Rosendale prints a copy of an act passed in 1740 for the 
naturalisation of settlers in America, It appears that a “true and perfect ” 
list of the names of all persons who entitled themselves to the benefit of the 
Act was preserved in London, This list should be overhauled by one of the 
workers for the English Jewish Historical Society ; for there is no doubt that 
the list must contain Jewish names. Jews are expressly admitted to naturali- 
sation in the American Act of 1740, the words “upon the true Faith of a 
Christian ” in the Oath of Abjuration being waived in their case. 


Among thé pioneers of Kentucky, figures in 1774 a certain Nathaniel Hart, 
who wasa party to the purchase of the Green River from the Cherokees, an Isaiah 
Marks in 1784, but these people may not have beenJews. I hope that they were, 
as both of them were colonists proper, engaged in buying and settling on land. 
Otherwise, the earliest Jew who went out West would be a Mr. Salomon, who 
was appointed cashier of the Lexington branch of the Bank of the United 
States in 1816. This Mr. Salomon is of some literary interest, in that soon 
after his appointment as cashier, he sent for Benjamin Gratz to join him. 
This was the brother of Rebecca Gratz, the original of the heroine of Scott’s 
Tranhoe, “Gratz at first had religious scruples about breaking the Sabbatb, 
but Salomon told him to put his Sabbath and his pbylacteries in his Zulith bag 
and throw them behind him.”’ Salomon himself married twice, each time the bride 
beinga Christianlady. But Gratz,though he too married out of the pale, never 


entirely forsook his religion. “To the day of his death, if a religious service |

The first Jews to come to Canada, as Mr, Andrew C, Joseph of Quebec 

informs us, were not traders but soldiers. Aaron Hart, born in London in 1724, 
came out to Canada as an officer in General Haldimand’s infantry in 1769. So, 
too, after the fall of Quebec, several of the Jewish immigrants were army men. 
In 1807 Mr, Ezekiel Hart was elected a member of the Canadian legislature, and 
the clerk permitted him to take the oath in the Jewish form, with his head 
covered, I'he majority of the House, however, refused to recognise his election, 
which was declared null. Thrice he was elected, thrice refused admission. So 
far did intolerance go that in 180) it was actually proposed to pass a bill “to 
disqualify Jews from being eligible to a seat in the House of Assembly.” ‘I'he 
sturdy protest of the Governor-General, Sir James Craig, prevented this bill 
from passing, but it was not till 1831 that Jewish disqualifications were formally 
removed. Thus Canada extended full political rights to Jews more thana 
quarter of a century sooner than did the mother country.

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OUR DUTY TO THE DEAD. 


A SERMON PREACHED IN THE NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE, ON SABBATH, 
NOVEMBER 4TH, AW YN BY, 


BY THE REV. "SINGER. 


Genesis xxiii, 19. “And after this Abraham buried Sirah his wife in the cave of 
the field of Machpelah before Mamre: the same is Hebron in the land of Canaan.” 


The treatment of the dead is often a fair enough test of the character of the 
living. ‘Lhe respect that is paid to the mortal remains of our dear ones, the 
reverence with which the spot is regarded where these have been laid to rest, 
the desire that the place, now transformed into holy ground, should be marked 
by some lasting memorial of those who repose baneati—these things, if they tell 
us something about the departed, tell us still more about the survivors. 

It is a sentiment whose rootsreach far back into the history of our people. 
The Sedrah of to day traces it to the very founder of our race. We donot deny 
its presence in others ; we only know that that respect for the dead which in 
honourable natures will be all the deeper and tiucr because those to whom it is 
paid cannot exact it, is a tradition and an inheritance from our father Abraham. 
le it nota significant fact that the first acquisition of a piece of land in the 
country destined to become the home of the Israelitish nation was—not an 
estate—but a burial place ? Abraham, who prophetically foresees that the whole 
land would one day belong to his descendants, chooses to purchase at its full 
value the field and cave of Machpelah for the interment of his wife. Respect 
for the man and for his grief prompts the prince of the children of Heth to offer 
to the patriarch both field and cave as a gift. But Abraham is no lover of gifts, 
least of all when another's honour is involved. He has a sacred duty to perform, 
and he will not have it lightened or taken frcm him. 

And so the place becomes the family sepulchre for three generations of the 
patriarchal stock—consecrated for ever in the sight of each succeeding age, and 
guarded to this day by the watchful veneration of a race which, like our own, 
glories in tracing its descent from the “ father of the faithful.” Whatever may 
have happened since, those that approached it when first it was devoted to its 
sacred purpose, seem to have fallen under its pacific influence. Isaae and 
Ishmael, not always united, here bury their differences when they inter their 
aged father; Jacob and Esau, long estranged, join hands as they consign Isaac 
to the grave; and the sons of Jacob, so diverse from one another in all things 
else, are as one in fulfilling his last wish that he should be laid to rest ‘ with his 
fathers in the Cave of Mamre, which Abraham bought with the field of Ephron, 
the Hittite, for a possession of a burying-place. ’ 

This same reverence for the spot where our ancestors repose has brought it 
about that, amid all the changes that have passed over Palestine there is no 
place the identity of which is more certainly established than the cave of 


Machpelah. The probability is, indeed, that there are many other. tombs equally | 


genuine. In the words of one who had special gifts and opportunities of obser- 
vation— The rocky cave on Mount Hor must be, at least, the spot believed by 
Josephus to mark the grave of Aaron. The tomb of Joseph must be near one of 
the monuments pointed out as such in the opening of the vale of Shechem. The 
sepulchre, which is called the tomb of Rachel, exactly agrees with the spot 
described as ‘a little way’ from Bethlehem. The tomb of David, which was 
known with certainty at the time of the Christian era, may perhaps still be found 
under the Mosque that bears his name on the modern Zion. Above all, the cave 
of Machpelah is concealed, beyond all doubt, by the Mosque of Hebron.” 

What prolonged and pious care is implied by the fact that these places can 
still be identified after the lapse of centuries and notwithstanding all the vicissitudes 
of fortune they have undergone! One can well understand the feeling that oppressed 
Nehemiah despite his position of state at the Court of Artaxerxes, as well as his 
answer to the King who had observed the sorrow of the man’s heart speaking in 
his face : ‘' Why should not my countenance be sad, when the city, the place of 


my fathers’ sepulchres lieth waste and the gates thereof are consumed with fire ?” 


Reverence for the dead is, then, a tradition in Israel. Is it a tradition 
daly and universally honoured ? aa | 
A visit to the cemetery, or, as our Saxon kinsmen call it, “the God's Acre,’ 

or as we Jews should prefer to speak of it, }y9y Ma, the OYN Na, * The house 
of life,’ ‘“‘“The house of eternity,” must necessarily have in it something 
saddening. For, however the drama of human life be cast and played, the last 
act is inevitably a tragedy, and the grave is its emblem. But, sad though sucha 
visit must be, there is no reason why it should be one that shocks and revolts the 
feelings. When the last resting-place of our dear ones is kept decent by pious 
care, with verdant plants, and ordered paths, and bright flowers, and monuments 
well preserved, the general effect is to produce a sweetly-sorrowful emotion that 
is not displeasing to.us. From a visit to such a place one returns, it may be, 
pensive and serious-minded, not tortured and disgusted. But let a grave be un- 
cared for and neglected, overgrown with weeds, with perhaps the very stone that 
might for a brief space preserve the memory of the departed from decay, 


crumbling to pieces, and hardly any more painful indication could be given of © 


callous heartlessness in the survivors. In the presence of one of those desolate- 
looking misshapen mounds, one realises the tragic force of the words which some 
intense bitterness of the soul pressed from the Psalmist’s lips, 259 m2 ND, 
“‘T am forgotten as a dead man out of mind.” To my thinking, this is the 
saddest thing a graveyard has to show. Far sadder than the most mournful tale 
told by the most pathetic of epitaphs, is the sight of a nameless, neglected, dis- 
honoured grave. How different is the emotion aroused by the sight of a grave, 
be it ever so lowly, and undistinguished by any of the monumental triumphs of 
the mason’s art, decked, perhaps, with nothing but a few simple flowers, fresh- 
culled from time to time, telling a tale of unforgotten, unforgettable love, and 
seeming to say, “ Beloved, accept and forgive; we could do no more!” 

These contrasts between graves honoured and unhonoured are to be met 


with in every cemetery. They are not absent from the receptacles of our dead 


situated in the East and the West of the metropolis. The freaks of fortune do 
not seem ty stop even when the earth has claimed her own and in that abode of 
which the patriarch said, “ The small and the great are thera, and the slave is 
free from his master.” But the proportion of utterly neglected graves is so graat, 
—they may be numbered in many parts in continuous lines and furrows—in the 
West Ham Cemetery of the Jewish community, that few experiences are 
capable of producing and leaving upon the mind so intense a feeling of depression 


a3 a visit to that reating-place of our dead. | 


Of course not ali is to be set down to wilful neglect. Heaven forbid that it 
should ba so. Strangers come to liveand die among us, whom it is nobody's 
business to honour, and many a pauper, too, whom nobody owns. The Syra- 
gogue is already at great expense in providing for the decent burial of these 
poor people numbering more than half of those annually interred in our ceme- 


teries. In other cas 
and 


es, again, though care was taken in the first instance to mark 
respect the spot where a fellow-mortal’s remains are deposited, the relations 

of the departed themselves in the course of time pay the debt of nature, or quit 

the country, and after awhile, graves and monuments present a deplorable and 
dilapidated appearance. Now, for the purposes of that class of persons who 

may be able to afford a small sum, not only for the interment of their kindred but 

for the preservation of their graves, the Burial Society of the United 

Synagogue has recently hit upon a plan which deserves to be 
more widely known and appreciated. For a certain amount, equit- 
ably calculated, they undertake to keep grave and monument in perpetual repair, | 
strongly urge upon all my brethren whom the matter touches to avail themselves 

of the opportunity thus offered. One generation passeth away, and another 
cometh ; fortune is fickle, and riches make unto themselves wings ; we know not 
whether our grandchildren or even our children will ever give a thought to the 
burial place of our fathers and mothers. It is a good thing, a pious and a religions 
thing to secure, so far as human arrangements can be relied upon to secure it, 
that tue last resting place of our beloved should be guarded from what, if it is 
in our power to prevent it, is only another form of desecration—the desecration 
of decay. 

But if everyone to whom the sacrifice is possible did act in this manner, our 
duty as a community would not yet be completed. There are the vast numbers 
of the poor, whom Death, the Liberator, sets free, and for whom the synagogue 
undertakes at present no more than to place them ‘where the weary are at rest 
and hear not the voice of the exactors.” More than this it has not the means to 
do, yet surely a human being is worthy of something more. Is wealth to exert its 
supremacy even beyond the grave ?_ Is it to be sole lord and king for ever, and 
after having ruled the poor in life, to keep them desolate and unnamed in death ? 
This at least the community should have a care of, that the grave of every Jewish 
man, woman and child, even though buried at the public expense, should be 
marked by a simple headstone bearing the name and date of death of the departed, 
and that the few feet of soil beneath which they repose should be kept in constant 
and decent order. | 

The cost it ought not to be difficult to meet by a slight addition to the burial 
charges, which few I conceive would grudge. Or there is a better method still, 
if some of our brethren would but have the public. spirit and the generosity to 
adoptit. What a noble act it would be if our wealthier brethren would in their 
testamentary dispositions leave a sun sufficient to form, if not the whole, the 
nucleus of a fund for the preservation and repair of the cemeteries of the com. 
munity. People are often on the look out for some scheme of beneticence by 
which at the same time they may protect their memory from decay. Here, if any 
where is an appropriate object. Wills in these latter days are often a strange 
study, With some honourable exceptions they have generally these two under- 
lying principles: Leave nearly everything to those who lack nothing; leave 
nearly nothing to those who lack everything. Such a disposition as [ have 
suggested would have as its central purpose t) preserve the memories of others, 
but its effect would also be to appropriately perpetuate a man’sown. It would 
aid further in the making of Jewish history, one of whose most important soure as 
are the inscriptions on Jewish tombstones. But it would do still more ; for it 
would help to keep alive and nourish that feeling of piety which is a very 
appreciable part of religion, and of which respect for the departed was and 
remains one of the truest and most beautiful expressions. 

For ourselves, each in his measure and according to the demands fate shall 
make upon him, may we prove ourselves worthy descendants of him who dil 
not think all his duty done when he had “ buried his dead from before him.” 
Amen. 


— GREAT SYNAGOGUE.—Last Sabbath afternoon the Rev. Isaac S. Meisals 
preached, in the Great Synagogue, on (text, Genesis xxiv. 33) “ Faithful 
Service.” Having dwelt upon the character of Abraham's servant, the preacher 
exhorted his hearers to follow Eliezer’s example, to be true and honest, scrupia- 
lous and conscientious, whatever the sphere of life in which they were placed. Ia 
conclusion, he particularly warned his hearers agiinst being deseived by them- 
selves, and misled by others, generally called agitators, but who deserved a far 
harsher name. These men made it their business—1 most profitable one to 
themselves, however, ruinous to their poor dupes—to incite the men against 
their masters, to render them dissatisfied with their lot and with the treatment 
they receive at their employers’ hands, It was not for him to defend the 


‘masters, and he certainly was not there to p'ead their ciuse, as against the men. 


This much, however, he knew and felt, when once a man entered into a contract 
with another, he was in honour and in duty bound, asa min and as a Jew, to 
do that service as well as it was possible for him to do it, be it agreeable or not. 
for him to do so, be the master present or absent.
